Ceremonies of the Czar’s Coronation—A Gala

New York, May 28.—The Herald’s special 
cable from Moscow says: It must be admit- 
ted that extraordinary precautions were 
taken on Thursday to insure the safety of 
the Czar during the solemn entry into Mos- 
cow. For over eight miles the 
lines of regular soldiers stood arm 
to arin on each side of the 
street, and at the back of these was a single 
line of Moujiks, dressed in peasant costume, 
who had volunteered from cities, towns and 
villages all around, to assist in the protection 
of the Emperor. Not a hand in the crowd 
could have been lifted without danger that 
its possessor would immediately have been 
torn to pieces. On every roof soldiers stood 
on guard to prevent the possibility of escape 
should an attempt have been made from the 
houses. It had been rumored before that 
the windows would not be allowed to be 
opened during the passing of the procession, 


and that 
NO PERSON 


would be allowed to carry anything 
in his hand, but the rumors 
proved unfounded. Perfect freedom 
of movement prevailed. Every window was 
opened and crowded with enthusiastic peo- 
ple. The people had undoubtedly urged 
such measures, and the loyal people of Mos- 


cow have to thank the Emperor himself that 
they were carried out. But the Emperor 
determined to trust himself entirely to his 
subjects. Many were nervous as‘to the re- 
sults. More nervous than anybody perhaps 
was the Czar himself, and very naturally so, 
taking into consideration the fact that 
among the thousands of people who watch- 
ed the procession a _ single individual 
would have sufficed to bring about 
a catastrophe. lt was a terrible 
ordeal to pass through, and it was ob- 
served that the Czar, when he dismounted to 
enter the chapel before proceeding into the 
Kremlin, wasf{$visibly agitated, nervously 
standing first on one foot then on the other 
and twirling his mustache. it was a critical 
moment. There were crowds all around and 
a hundred open windows scarcely a gunshot 
away. During the course of the evening 
ominous rumors spread of arrests during the 
day. They held ground persistently until 
the fact became known that fifty workmen 
who had been engaged at work on the elec- 
tric lights within the Kremlin 
HAD REALLY BEEN IMPRISONED. 

Then followed rumors that Hartmann 
was in cow disguised as a priest. All 
wé know that scores of suspicious charac- 
ters have been arrested during the past tew 
weeks and are kept imprisoned as precau- 
tionary measures until the fetes are over. 
Some hundreds of the Moscow students have 
been sent to their homes at the expense of 
the Government, and many scoresof them 
have been made happy by being thus enabied 
to make a journey, in some cases, as far as 
Kamschatka, a journey which they were 
unable to undertake on account of the ex- 
pense. This measure on the part of the 
Governmentis very wise, since, though not 
dangerous in themselves, the students are 
often at loggerheads with young men of the 
various guilds, and it was thought wiser to 

revent the chance of @ collision during the

THE CORONATION. 

Moscow, May 28.—The coronation of Al- 
exander III. as Czar of all the Russias at the 
Kremlin yesterday passed off amid perfect 
order, and without the slightest interrup- 
tion. The weather was fine throughout the 
whole day. ‘The streets were crowded as 
early as seven o’clock by an immense con- 
course of citizens and__ visitors 
and innumerable squads of soildiery 
patrolled the city during the day. At seven 
o’clock the inaugural of the magnificent cer- 
emonies attendant ee the cornation was 
announced by the r nglng of hundreds of 
bells and by the thunder of artillery. 
According to prearranged programme, 
those dignitaries of the realm who were to 
take part in the actual ceremony of the cor- 
onation assembled at the Cathedral of the

Thecost of the coronation is estimated at

No Compromise. 

Mr. W. Lackman, secretary of the Coal 
Exchange, stated to a Post-Di@Parcn re- 
porter this morning that the situation be- 
tween the operators and the miners in Lili- 
nois was about this way: The Union 
demands that the operators pay the 
miners 244 cents per bushel for mining; tha 


miners working after a machine be paid 1%t 
cents per bushel, and that miners for run- 
ning a machine be paid 4% cents per foot of 
four feet depth, and also that shovelers be 


paid $2 per day. The operators 
do not object to the first 
price demanded of 2% cents per bushel, 


as they consider that reasonable if all of the 
operators pay it, but they refuse to pay the 
riee demanded for machine labor, because 
n this work miners are not needed, common 
laborers being competent to doit. The Union 
also demands that the operators agree 
not to sell or furnish coal directly or indi- 
rectly to any operators whose mines are 
stopped through refusal to pay the price de- 
wanded orto comply with the demands of 
the miners, Several other demands of minor 
importance are also made, to all of which 
the operators positively refuse to accede. No 
compromise is even thought of by them, and 
Mr. Lackman says the operators are not 
suffering from the stop page, because there is 
plenty of coal on hand for the demand. He 


SAVS the troubie is caused by 
the fact that the ay | far exceeds 
the demand, and the number 


of laborers is entirely too great for the min- 
ing required. Several operators who were 
seen by the reporter, scouted the idea of 
compromise. They declared it out of the 
question, and said that nothing short of 
permitting the Union torun the mines would 
satisfy it. The blame, they say, lies 
on the Union, and it is thought 
thata number of new men from Pennsyl- 
vania have been instrumental in stirring up 
the trouble. 


At the Renicke Mine. 

BELLEVILLE, ILL., May 28.—A mob has 
taken possession “of Reinecke Mine No. 1, 
about three miles from here, on the L. 
& N. R. R., and drove outthe miners. 
who were working at the time. Re- 
ports of their naving torn up the switch and 
of - egomees to burn down the mine are cur- 
rent. 

They are wholly beyond control 
of the local authorities. The 
mob at this mine is hourly increasing, and if 

resent inpouring continues, will soon num- 
ver at least seven hundred to a thousand, 
with a mixture of abont fifty to 
one hundred women, who are the most un- 
manageable of all.

Precautions on River Steamers. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disnatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 28.—Gen. Dermont re- 
turned to-day from his trip to Pittsburg and 
Cincinnati. He says he found affairs in the 


Pdistrict in a pretty fair shape, but that he 


thinks some changes and modification of the 
rules regulating river affairs will be neces- 


sary under the present system appli- 
eable to Western rivers. He says 
that each steamer is to carry 


not only one life-preserver to each pas- 
senger, but also one large boat for every 
sixty passengers. River men, it appears, look 
upon this rule as excessive, and do not at- 
tempt tocarry it out. The result is, that 
instead of a reasonable number of good boats 


being kept on a steamer ready, fur use, 
as would be the Case if the 
rule was a reasonable one, and 


was strictly enforced, there are few boats 
that can be relied anin case of emergency. 
He proposes to lay the situation before the 
Secretary and ask him to modify the rule 
until the next meeting of supervising 
inspectors which will t&ke place next 
winter. He desires that the rule be 
modified to correspond with the one 
in use in the East. This, he says, has been 
found a practical system, and one thatif 
adopted can be strictly enforced, and this 
feature of the service on western rivers 
greatly improved.

DENOMINATIONALISM. 


Discussion of the Topic at the Evangel- 


ical Alliance is Morning. 

The topic under consideration in the 
Evangelical Alliance meeting this morning 
was the “Advantages and Disadvantages of 
Denominationalism.’’ Rev. Theo. Cifton open- 
ed the discussion with a carefully prepared 


paper on the subject. He summed up his 
conclusions as follows: First, as to the ad- 
Yantages. Denominationalism furnished 
compensations for the iimitations of the 
human mind, thatis, it brought out and em- 
phasized the different truths in the word of 
God and preserved the balance of truths, one 
against another; it accommodated the diver- 
sities of tastes, temperaments and constitu- 
tions in men. There are constitutionaljdiffer 
ences in men which lead them to seek differ- 
ent denominations. In the third place, the 
different denominations afford desirable re- 
straints on each. other, and stimulate each 
other to increased activity: and, lastly, they 
bring about increased work by the subdivi- 
sion Of labor. On the other hand, the disad- 
vantages of denominationalism are the abol- 
ishment of parish systems and the grouping 
together of churches in one place, leaving 
others destitute, as in large cities; it results 
in too many churches in small towns, 
which cannot de well supported ; it prevents 
the establishment of any churches in com- 
munities too small to support more than one, 
because the people cannot agree, and keeps 


many from active membership in any de- 
nomination when. _—itthere happens 
to none convenient of his 
or her own faith. On the 


whole, the reverend gentleman thought the 
advantages of denominationalism in the 
present state of the religious world out- 
weighed its disadvantages. A general dis- 
cussion of the subject followed the reading 


of the paper, in which the participants were 
Rev. Dr. Rhodes, Mr. Sears, of East St. 
Louis, Dr. Post, Rev. Green, 


Dr. Hughey and Rey. Jas. P. Clarke, of Bul- 
garia. Considerable diversity of opinion 
was discovered, some of the speakers con 
tending that sectarianism was providential 
and wholly good and others that it was evil 
in its effects and purely of man’s invention. 
Rey. Jas. P. Clarke, who has been 4 
Congregational missionary in Bulgaria for 
twenty-four years, was introduced, and re 
sponded with a short address. Mrs. H. 
Villars, the Methodist evangelist, who has 
been laboring in the city for several weeks 
past, was aiso introduced, and she gavé 
a bright and interesting talk. Dr. 
Cooper, editor of the Evangelist, was 
eprolied as a member of the Alliance, The 
next meeting of the on the last 
Monday in June, will be the closing one for 
thesummer.

ANOTHER FIZZLE. 


Predictions that the Star Route

Inside History of a Trial That Has Cost the 
Country $300,000—Sunset Cox and His 
Preparations for the Race—Judge Kelly's 
Health—The Nickerson Divorce Case.

A DIVIDED CHURCH. 


The Trouble Caused by a Hymn—The 
astor’s Demand. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New York, May 28.—The congregation of 
the Park Reform Church, on Hamilton 
Square, Jersey City, one of the most fashion- 
able places of worship in New Jersey, 1s 
much exercised over the dispute between the 
pastor, the Rev. John Howard Suydam, and 
the members of the Music Committee. The 
consistory held a meeting, at which a charge 
of uttering a deliberate falsehood was pre- 
pared by one of the committee against the 
minister. It is feared that the controversy 
will result in the resignation of Mr. Suydam 
or the disruption of the society. A week 
ago Sunday the music committee in prepar- 
ing for the exercisgs of that day selected an 
English translation of the well-known hymn, 
“Stabat Mater,” in which occurred the 
lines 


‘To Thy holy care elected, 
Virgin, let us be protected 

On the dreadiul Judgment Day.” 

The hymn was printed on slips and dis- 
tributed among thechoir. They sang it at 
the morning services without provoking 
comment. in the afteruoon Mr. Suydain 
obtained one of the slips, and while exain- 
ining it detected the lines quoted. He per- 
ceived that they expressed a heterodox sen- 
timent, as they 

INVOLVED A PRAYER 
to the Virgin, and was ~very in- 
dignant that they should have been 
admitted. in the evening he 
referred to the matter from the pulpit. He 
said that the congregation had no sympathy 
with the aspiration expressed in the lines 
and repudiated any responsibility for their 
appearance. “If I had been at home,”’ he 
added, “‘when the translation was printed 
the proof would probably have been sub- 
mitted to me for approval and | woula have 
| aaa or altered ,the objectionable mat- 
er.”’ 

At the close of the ceremonies several la- 
dies and gentiemen called on the pastor and 
criticised his remarks. They intimated that 
they considered his language as a public aud 
ill-advised censure of the musiccommittee and 
asespecially insulting tothe large number of 
Catholics who attended the church for the 
sake of its excellent music. ‘The subject 
was then dropped until last Friday,when the 

astor calied a meeting of the consistory. 

e appeared before them and exhibited a 
letter which he said he had received from a 
member of the church. The writer of the 
letter stated that in his opinion the minister 
had told a delliberate falshood when he said 
that if he had been at home the proof of the 
hymn would probably have been submitted 
to him. lit had not been customary, 

MR. SNYDAM’S ACCUSER ALLEGED, 

to present the proofs of hymns to the ciergy- 
man. it would have been unprecedented. 
This fact was kuown to the minister 
when he —_— stated the contrary to 
be the truth. The writer confessed that 
the invocation of the Virgin had been in- 
serted by an oversight on his part and that 
he would have substituted the word Saviour 
for the word Virgin. Mr. Suydam informed 
the consistorg that his character had been 
assailed with a charge of falsehood, and if 
that charge were not amply reiracited he 
would have to sever his reiations with the 
church. The consistory appointed a coim- 
mittee to endeavor to adjust the difficulty. 
They reported to the consistory 
that the gentleman making the 
charge deciined to compromise 
or withdraw it, and wished to have it pre- 
sented formally fur the action of the church 
authorities. The consistory adjourned with- 
out a decision, bul will hold a special meet- 
ing this week to consider the subject. Mr. 
Suydam did not preach yesterday.

The Corpse of a Girl Found on Comey 
Island Beach.

GEN. LEFEVRE’S CHANCES, 


Why He Would Be Defeated For Gov- 
ernor of Ohio. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, May 28.—A Columbus, O., 
special to the Times says: ‘“There has been 
much speculation among politicians why it 
was jthatse Gen. Lefevre, a very popular man 
in Ohio, not only in his own party but also 
with the Republicans, should persistently 
decline to become a candidate for Governor.

He was as gallant in the fiel 
Why is he not as strong as Judge Hoadley 
or Geddes?” a triend of his was asked.

Judge Stanley 
Matthews once said: ‘Ben Lefevre is one of 
the most devoted men to the Catholic faith I 
haveever met.

A SLICK SWINDLER. 


Indicted by the Edwardsville, IIL, 


. Grand Jury, on Seven Counts, 

The police of St. Louis and several other 
cities are industriously and vainly hunting 
for a gentleman whose full name is James 
G. Anderson. Mr. Anderson was a resident 
of St. Jacobs, Ill., asmall place twenty-five 
miles from St. Louis, on the Vandalia. He 
has been a partner of Mr. Oliver 
Wiseman, of this city, since 1881. 
Mr. Anderson was achurch member anda 
citizen of high standing in St. Jacobs. He 
had lived there ail his life and nobody in the 
community stood higher. It was discovered, 
however, onthe 20th of last month, that 
for almost four years Mr. Anderson had 
been forging other people’s names to checks 
and that in small sums he had secure 
in all $7,600 by this means. 
About the time the discovery was made, Mr. 
Anderson left St. Jacobs, and came to St. 
Louis. He was well known on the floor of 
the Exchange, where he was a frequent vis- 
itor, attending them at least once every 
week. Heappeared on the floor one day, 
greeted all his friends heartily, and seemed 
to have no trouble. Late in the afternoon 
Mr. Wiseman met a cierk at Humphrey’s, 
who told him that Jacobs 
had got a $25 spring suit 
without paying for it and that he supposed 
it was all right. That same night informa- 
tion was received here that the grand jury 
in session at Edwardsville, Ill., had indicted 
Mr. Anderson on seven different charges of 
forgery. Hie has not been seen 
since and his whereabouts are unknown. 
Oliver Wiseman loses $2,000 by Mr. Ander- 
son’s sharp practice, and other parties in 
this city are out small sums. The total lia- 
bilities of the missing man are a trifle over 
$18,000. His assets amount to little or noth-

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


A pretty heading for the top of a muslin 
curtain is made by hemming each edge of a 
strip of muslin and gathering it in two 
places so that there shall be a puff in the 
center and a ruffle on each edge. 


When buying tin covers for kettles be sure 
that they have rings of wire on the top, in- 
stead of flat handies solderéd on, as these 
will not last any perceptible length of time, 
and the cover must then be thrown away. 


A good present for an old lady isa light 
woolen wrapper, made double, with a thin 
thickness of woolen between, and quilted in 
rather large diamonds. Take a simple sack 
pattern, and cut it large and ample, so that 
she can slip it on over her nightdress, 


For washing hands that have become 
cracked or blackened, there is nothing better 
than Indian meal rubbed on with the soap. 
lt not only removes the dirt, but softens and 
whitens the handsas well. For men and 
boys doing farm or shop work it is excellent, 
Yand should be kept always at hand. 

Ammonia water or a damp cloth dipped in 
whiting, cleans paint nicely. Sapolio is also 
good. Cold tea is the best thing to clean var- 
nished wood with, the tea and tea leaves 
saved fromthe table for several days and 
steeped will usually be sufficient. It removes 
spots, and gives a iresher, newer appearance, 
than when soap and water are used, 


If the carpet needs freshing up after tack- 
ing down, sweep and then wipe with a flan- 
nei cloth, wrung out of warm water with ox 
gall in it, in the proportion of one quart of 
gall to three quarts of water. The improved 
appearance of the carpet will amply repay 
the trouble if this is done once in six weeks, 
as the rubbing raises the pile and freshens 
the colors. 

One objection to ingrain carpet is that the 
high heels which the servants delight in 
wearing on thick shoes seem to catch at the 
threads and drag them out of place, produc- 
ing a rough suriace; another is that the legs 
of heavy chairs have the same effect. One 
way of saving these carpets is to cover the 
énds of the chair legs with rubber caps, ata 
cost of about seventeen cents. The servants’ 
heels are, of course, amenable to no such 


remedy.

An Helr Who Had Been Adjudged | 
Dead HBothering «a Court. 
From the New York Tribune. 


“You may think that the jawisa dry and 
humdrum profession, but I could tell you of 
solme strange things that l have seen in wy 
brief experience which discount the alloged 
incidents of a moderna novel,” said a young 
attorney to a Tribune reporter, while twain 
were sitting in a lawyer’s oftice enjoying a 
social cigar. The reporter intimatiog that 
their recounting would afford a pleasant 
pastime for an idle hour, the young Solon 
proceeded : 

‘‘Here’s a strange story of a will case. 
About two years ago a man came to me and 
stated that his father iad died intestate 
leaving property on Long Isiand. Of several 
heirs one Wasa son wlhw had gone West in 
1566, and had not beén heard from. The 
property had been partitioned and divided 
wmong the heirs, the share of the absent one 
rematuing in the custody of the court. My 
client, who was the eidest son, wished to 
have this share divided for the benefit of 
himself and the other heirs. The missing 
man was the third son. It was a case with- 
out known precedent in the books. A judge 
of the Supresse Court, to whom | spoke, did 
not recall any parallel case, nor could he 
advise me what steps were proper in the 
case. I solved the difficulty by vaking pro- 
ceedings by petition in the Supreme Court. 
rhe matter was referred for proofs of the 
fucts alleged in the petition. We sfoved 
that the missing son had not beén heard from 
for fourteen years, and that ail efforts to find 
him had proved futile. ‘the court then is- 
sued a decree declaring him dead, and order- 
ed his share to be distributed among the re- 
maining heirs. 

*“L'his Was done, and the attorney had, as 
you way judge, received his fee, when the 
lost heir turned up alive! After all these 
years he had suddenly concluded that he |. 
wanted to hear froin home, and he had writ- 
ten a letter, addressing it to the old home- 
stead, | He was surprised to learn of his 
father’s death, though he had not heard from 
him for about fifteen years. He had settled 
in Wyoming ‘lerritory, as a sutier in the 
United States Army, and he had gained a 
fortune by the enterprise, tact and the 
other rare qualities that go to make up an 
“7 sutiler. 

‘Abe other heirs were alarmed; and about 
the first thing they thought of doing was to 
ask me to return the fee they had paid me, 
which I respectfully declined tu do. ‘Those 
heirs who were not prompt enough to get 
their shares are out; and the remainder of 
the money is still in the custody of the 
court awaiting the rightful owner's return. 
He has not comejback to claim his share yet, 
but if he were to come back he wou!d have 
to prove his identity, and that he was not 
dead, and get an order deciaring him living, 
before he could legally claim his share of the 
property.” 

‘The reporter making reference to the 
Tichborne case, the lawyer said: “Had the 
heirs in possession of the Tichborne estate 
taken stéps to have Roger ‘lichborne de- 
clared dead it would probably haye ended 
all proceedings.
